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CHAPTER 500.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SEcnox 1. Chapter 165, laws of 1903, as amended by chap-

ter 000, laws of _Lima and enapter b, laws of 1907, is amended 
by adcting a new section thereto to read: Section 9a. Whenever 
any person or persons entitled to benefits under this act or their 
representatives shall elect to recover Irom the city for any injury 
or death resulting to any member of the tire department under 
the provisions or chapter JO, laws or 1911, he shall not be en-
titled to the benefits herein provided, and the amount or amounts 
recovered shall be drawn in whole or in part from the funds 
herein provided as follows: 

1. When the recovery for an injury shall be less or equal to 
the amount or amounts he or they shall be entitled to herein, 
then the full amount or amounts shall be paid out of said fund. 

2. When the recovery for an injury shall be greater than the 
amount he or they shall be entitled to herein, then only so much 
thereof as he or they are entitled to herein shall be so dkawn 
from said fund. 

3. When the recovery is for death, then the whole amount 
shall be paid out of said fund. 

4. No person or persons or personal representatives shall be 
paid herein during the pendency of any dispute as to the city 's 
liability under chapter uO, laws of 1911, unless he shall release 
the city from liability thereunder. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage and publication.
